President’s  Message 


BookFest  is  off  and  running,  sometimes  too  fast  for  its  planners!  This  is  PBCLA’s 
biggest  undertaking  ever.  Membership  is  at  a  new  high,  149  individual  members,  thanks  in 
part  to  BookFest. 

PBCLA  needs  your  help,  starting  with,  of  course,  money.  The  Miami  Book  Fair  began 
with  a  $50,000  grant;  BookFest  began  with  offers  of  start-up  money  from  several  area 
libraries.  Now  there  is  a  recession,  and  these  libraries  face  shortfalls  in  funding.  At  press 
time  the  war  news  looked  hopeful,  but  overall  we  could  not  have  picked  a  worse  year  to 
launch  such  a  big  project. 

The  good  news  is,  we  are  closing  in  on  the  rent.  The  South  Florida  Fairgrounds  will 
work  with  us  on  this.  BookFest  committee  chairs  have  done  an  outstanding  job  of  booking 
wonderful  vendors,  authors,  and  entertainment  on  a  budget  of  zero  dollars.  After  we  pay  the 
rent,  our  second  priority  is  to  pay  authors.  If  a  miracle  happens,  we  can  pay  entertainers 
as  well,  and  any  profits  from  BookFest  will  be  used  to  fund  next  year’s  event  and  to  benefit 
the  Palm  Beach  County  Literacy  Coalition. 

People  who  work  in  libraries  are  traditionally  underpaid,  yet  I  ask  you,  our  members, 
to  make  personal  donations  to  BookFest.  We  need  to  see  members’  names  on  the  donor  list. 
Your  gift  need  not  be  big-skip  a  lunch  or,  or  better  yet,  a  dinner,  and  send  BookFest  a 
check.  Give  more  if  you  can. 

We  need  your  time,  too-not  Just  library  time,  but  your  time.  Sign  up  as  a  volunteer. 
Bring  your  friends,  neighbors,  and  Aunt  Minnie  to  BookFest  and  while  you’re  there,  patronize 
our  vendors.  Do  your  gift  shopping  for  the  year  at  BookFest-there  are  just  275  shopping 
days  till  Hanukkah,  299  till  Christmas! 

In  library  literature  a  debate  rages  over  whether  librarians  are  true  professionals. 
One  measure  is  giving  money  and  time  to  professional  organizations.  These  contributions 
help  the  profession,  its  Individual  members,  and  the  community  at  large.  PBCLA 
membership  is  a  bargain  at  $5.00,  and  what  other  organization  offers  a  project  like 
BookFest?  It  will  increase  the  status  of  library  workers  locally,  statewide,  and  even  at  the 
national  level.  Both  librarians  and  support  staff  are  actively  involved  in  BookFest,  but  we 
need  you,  too! 

One  other  tradition  is  worth  mentioning;  the  annual  PBCLA  social.  This  year  we 
have  three:  the  Morikami  party  March  22,  the  Barbecue  March  24,  and  BookFest  itself— a 
three-day  party  for  PBCLA  members.  Join  your  colleagues  at  the  opening  ceremony  at  noon 
Friday,  April  19.  Or  stop  by  for  a  beer,  good  food,  and  fun  later  that  evening.  Remember  our 
theme:  Read,  Succeed,  and  Celebrate!
